“trailers” or limbs that hang down 
and scrape against other limbs should 
always be removed in any case. 
The principal object in pruning is 
to foster a more thrifty growth, aa 
well as to divert more of the energy 
of the tree into fruiting. There is an 
other reason accounted very impor­ 
tant by the western grower, where 
color plays a larger part in the apple 
than in the east. 
That is, letting in 
more sun into the tree, for sunlight is 
what gives color to the apple. 
Enough of the limbs, especially at 
the top, should be cut out to allow* 
the sun to enter and color the fruit. 
This is proved by the high color of 
western apples.

The return ot these prisoners to 
work is taken as indication that the 
board has received some valuable in­ 
formation that will result in a shake­

cow when anything is seen

Infection from 
germs is present in nearly ail cases 
of mammitis (garget) of the udder. 
The infection is often carried from the 
diseased cow to other cows by the 
m ilker’s 
hands; 
or 
the 
infection 
spreads from stall floors and gutters 
contaminated by milk, or pus from 
a caked udder. 
The contents of a 
diseased udder should never be m ilk­ 
ed onto the stall floor. 
The affected 
cow should be milked last, or by some­ 
one who does not milk the other cows. 
All milkers should be careful to wash 
their hands frequently and to keep 
iheir finger nails short and clean. 
Stall floors should be kept clean, 
disinfected and adequately 
covered 
with fresh, clean bedding material. If 
cement stall floors are used, the rear 
third of each should be boarded over, 
else chronic congestion and garget may 
result from chilling or bruising of the 
udder. 
“ Beware of the nonsterilized m ilk­ 
ing tube. 
It carries infective matter 
and leads to loss of the quarter or 
udder. 
The milking tube is a most 
dangerous instrument unless cleansed 
by boiling for twenty minutes before 
use. 
Lastly, remember that immediate, 
intelligent, persistent treatment must 
bo given to tho diseased udder; that 
the most good is accomplished in the 
first twenty-four hours of treatment; 
that delayed treatment usually proves 
futile, and that the cow should not 
be stabled or pastured with 
other 
cows before her udder has become 
perfectly sound.

On the 20th day of last month my 
wife and I left Sedalia at 12:45 a. rn. 
on “Tile Old Reliable.” to attend a 
union meeting of the IL of L. E. and 
the G. I. A. to the B. of L. E.. which 
was held in Jacksonville, Fla., April 
22, to 20, inclusive. 
The above meeting was what is 
known as the “Southeast Territory.” 
I took several notes on our trip as a 
matter of future reference, for my 
own pleasure. 
Since my return I 
have had so many inquiries made rd 
ative to the southland that we visit­ 
ed that with your kind permission I 
would like to tell all my friends some 
of the things we saw on the trip, be­ 
lieving it may interest some of your 
i readers. 
Items that I could not pos­ 
sibly learn from observation I copied 
from others and do not wish it to De 
taken as all from my own knowledge. 
We left St. Louis at 12:D"; p. rn. 
via the Southern railway. 
A short 
distance out from St. Louts peach 
trees were in full bloom. From Hoff- 
mana to Centralia, 111., appie trees 
were in full bloom, but peach trees in 
til is region were nearly 
a1! 
dead. 
Wheat was looking fine. 
No plow­ 
ing done vet. 
Pastures 
were 
very 
poor. 
Leaving Centralia, 111., we saw sev­ 
eral fine large apple orchards that 
were well trimmed and well cared 
for. 
At 3:50 p. rn. we passed through 
Albion, 111. This was the name of the 
county seat or Orleans county. New 
York, where w’c first saw the light 
of day. in 1856. 
Til this vicinity the 
soil was ashy white and very thin 
Some good timber land, 
and 
fine 
farm buildings. 
Our visit to Jaokso Ville, Fla., was 
a most pleasant and profitaole one 
Here we met many brother engineers 
and their w’ives, to the number et 
1.860, according to the city papers 
there, and they came from all parts 
of the country. 
A side 
trip 
was 
planned by the committee of arrange­ 
ments to Havana, Cuba. which many 
of 
us 
took 
advantage of. 
Three 
trains of standard Pullman sleeping 
cars were at our disposal; ten cars 
to each train, and were all run on a 
ten-minute block behind each other. 
We left Jacksonville at 8:10 a. rn. 
April 27: stopped at St. Augustine, 
Fla., two hours. 
T h is .is the oldest 
city in the Ignited States. 
Many ol 
the old residences still remain. 
We 
went through the first jail they ever 
had there, and saw the first door of 
it. The jail was a story and one-half 
structure, with a six-inch door, with 
Si-inch holts about 6 inches apart 
all through it. The jail has a double 
roof. 
One was made of cement to 
keep Indians from shooting red-hot 
arrows into it and setting it on fire. 
It had a fire place large enough to 
let Santa Claus and all his belongings 
up and clown it. The narrowest street 
in the world was on one side of it, 
viz: 6 feet I inch. 
It is now used 
as an art gallery. 
They have many 
fine buildings, both in residences and 
hotels. 
Here we saw* the oil slave- 
stand, where the slaves were bought 
and sold in slavery days. 
It is now 
called “Old Meat Market.’* 
A large 
monument stands nearby it. with an 
inscription of 1813. Here we saw’ the 
old Yedder House on the hay, the 
oldest house in the United States 
two-story and an attic.

The tobacco sprays are particularly 
valuable for all kinds of aphis, includ­ 
ing 
those 
species 
affecting

plants. 
The woolly aphis, blackberry 
aphis, the various specimens of green 
aphis, the leaf hopper, red spider, 
flea beetles and young scale insects 
all can be controlled by this spray. 
This makes probably the best spray 
for oyster shell, bark louse, and should 
be given for that insect as soon as 
the young hatch, usually about June I. 
Although primarily a contact spray, 
with tobacco spray kills by suffoca­ 
tion. 
For this reason it surpasses 
other contact remedies like kerosene 
emulsion or whale oil soap. 
After an aphis has curled a leaf it 
is difficult to control it with other 
contact remedies, because the aphis 
is protected from such remedies, but 
a drip of tobacco spray on the leaf 
will give a fume which will prevent 
the breathing of the aphis, and this 
can be depended on, even though the 
leaves of the tree are badly curled. 
The 
tobacco 
sprays 
are 
coming 
more and more into general use. The 
depredations of the various forms of 
plant lice are so great that the most 
effective remedies should be made 
use of in controlling them.

profession. 
Knell acknowledged the value of the 
other’s work, but insisted that 
fun­ 
damentally his own 
profession was 
best equipped to deal with the prob­ 
lem. The papers were presented by 
Dr. William Charles White, medical 
director of the Tuberculosis League 
of Pittsburgh, and John H. Commons. 
of the W isconsin industrial commis­ 
sion, professor of economy 
in 
the 
University of Wisconsin. 
“One of the burning questions of 
th.e day,” said Dr. White, “is wheth­ 
er tuberculosis is a sociological or a 
medical 
problem. That 
such a dis­ 
cussion goes on probably proves that 
it is both. We are seeking to dis­ 
sever if the sociologist should em­ 
ploy the doctor or the doctor employ 
the social worker; or, will the time 
come when all doctors and nurses j 
will be social workers, and all social J 
workers doctors or nurses? 
“On the long path by which all our 
knowledge has come all 
the mile­ 
stones 
are 
doctors — Hippocrates, 
Eayle, 
l^aennec, 
Morton, 
Villemin, 
Koch. Trudeau and many others. No 
social worker, so far as I know, has 
contributed any great advance. 
“The social worker may 
be call­ 
ed the drum beater before the door 
of the booth. He shouts to the pro­ 
gram ready prepared. He shifts his 
work from tuberculosis to child hy­ 
giene, social diseases 
and associat 
cd charities, as readily as the stock 
company actor changes his play; and 
yet that man has no message who 
is too fastidious to beat the drum at 
the door of his booth. The reason for 
tlie social 
worker 
in 
tuberculosis 
will be found in the exclusion of tu­ 
berculosis from the general hospitals 
and other places of 
medical 
teach­ 
ing, and 
the 
consequent ignorance 
or doctors and nurses on the whole 
question of this malady as a public 
health problem. The doctors that do 
know find more 
ready 
response to 
their teaching among the intelligent 
laity 
than 
among 
the 
profession. 
There is nowy 
however, 
a healthy 
movement to return this seventh c f 
the world’s sickness to 
its 
proper 
place in the hospital and 
medical 
School. 
“Th*1 majority of the problems in 
connection 
with 
the 
tuberculosis 
question, such as immunity, heredi­ 
ty, chemistry of 
lung 
and tubercle 
bacillus, cure, food values, etc., ar? 
nodical in their natures and must be 
solved by those of medical training. 
The social side of the question comes 
down to more and better food and 
better living conditions/' 
“The physician.” said Prof. Com­ 
mons, “starts 
with 
the individual. 
The sociologist starts with his in­ 
stitutions. 
The physician looks on 
other individuals as sources of con­ 
tagion or infection. 
The sociologist 
looks on them as owners of property*. 
The one looks on them as physiologi­ 
cal units; the other as possessors of 


p o w e r , or 
of 
intangible 
property. 
which we call ‘opportunity/ 
“Tuberculosis 
and 
occupational 
disease, safety and sanitation, infant 
mortality, hours of labor of women 
and children—these are some of the 
fields of scientific research and gov­ 
ernmental administration where the 
physician and the sociologist meet. 
Here the physician must get beyond 
physiology* contagion 
and 
injection 
and deal 
with 
the 
institutions 
of 
property, the family and the state, 
that make environment what it is* 
Pere the sociologist 
must 
get 
into 
physiology and pathology if he would 
rot go wrong in dealing with insti­ 


tutions.

Behold 
the husbandman waiteth for the pre­ 
cious fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until he receive the 
early and latter rain” ? 
(Biddleford.) 
Answer.—The Apostle had just beer 
describing the evil conditions existing 
in the world, due to the selfishness ol 
mankind. 
How, in the last days, then 
would be vast accumulations of wealth 
and that this would be accomplisher 
by “fraud”; the rich and powerful de 
frauding the laboring classes of that 
which they had produced. 
These con 
ditions of injustice would prevail tc 
such an extent that the workers of the 
world would cry out in protest, anc 
then would come “a day of slaughter' 
in the which the wealthy would “wee^ 
aud howl for the miseries that would 
come on them ”. 
And now, addressing 
the Lord's people, the Apostle say* 
“But ye, brethren, be patient unto the 
presence of the Lord (these condition* 
must exist until the Lord’s second coin 
ing, and then, in the establishment ol 
the kingdom of heaven, earth's affairs 
will be properly adjusted), and just as 
the farmer w'aiteth long and patiently 
until the early and latter harvest for 
the precious fruits of the earth, so you 
should wait for the fruition of all your 
hopes and faith”. The word “rain” ic 
the text should be “harvest”. 


Q.— From the Scriptural narrative as 
contained in the first few chapters ol 
Genesis, we find that more than s ix ­ 
teen centuries elapsed from the crea­ 
tion of Adam, the first man, down to 
the time of the deluge.

There are In 
Egypt at the present time some mighty 
monuments and 
ruius of antiquity 
which give every evidence of having 
been built by a superior race of be­ 
ings. 
Those are on such a gigantic 
scale, that Belzoni, the famous trav­ 
eller. declares “that the most sublime 
ideas which can be formed from the 
most magnificent specimens of our 
present architecture, would give a very 
inadequate picture of these ruins.” 
It 
appeared to him that he wms “entering 
a city of departed giants.” 
For some 
time, he seemed unconscious whether 
he was on terrestrial ground, or on 
some other planet One stone has been 
found to measure fourteen feet square 
and to be seventy feet in length! 
In 
view of the gigantic proportions of 
these ruins, we may well suppose that 
they were erected by the giant off­ 
spring of the “sous of God” (fallen an­ 
gels) and the “daughters of men”. See 
Genesis 6:1-4. Throughout Egypt there 
may be found statues called sphinx. 
having the head of a man with the 
body of an animal. These were, doubt­ 
less. designed to symbolize the union 
of the angelic stock with that of the 
human.

Would we understand from this 
that the patriarch’s body is to be res­ 
urrected? 
(F. S. G.) 
Answer.—The marginal reading of 
this verse is much to be preferred, 
which is as follows—“After I shall 
awake, though this body be destroyed, 
yet out of my flesh shall I see God”. 
Job was surely expressing faith in a 
resurrection. 
He had full confidence 
and reliance upon the Creator’s ability 
to raise him from the dead. 
Though 
his body should be destroyed and he 
should enter into the great sleep or 
death, the time would come when be 
would be awakened. 
He would not 
see God while in the grave asleep in 
death, but would see the Lord after his 
awakening which would be at the sec­ 
ond advent of Christ, when “ail who 
are in their graves shall hear the voice 
of the Son of Man and shall come 
forth”.—John 5;2S. 29. 
In the resur­ 
rection, having received a new body, 
not the old body in which he had suf­ 
fered so much (I Corinthians 15:35-3S*. 
he will see the Lord God in the sense 
that he will see the manifestations of 
the Divine Presence, just as some to­ 
day say. when referring to some par­ 
ticular event.—“Why. I can see Gods 
hand in this m atter”. 
See also, In this 
connection Timothy 6:16. 


Q.— W'ill flesh and blood inherit the 
earth during the reign of the Messiah 
for the thousand years following the 
second advent? 
(Marolf.) 
Answer.—Flesh and blood, the world 
of mankind, will be restored to full 
and complete perfection, mentally, mor­ 
ally, and physically, during the “Times 
of Restitution” (Acts 3:19:21), when 
Christ will be “King over all the earth 
in that day.” It will require all of the 
thousand years to accomplish this work 
of regeneration, and the race will not 
be prepared to inherit the earth and 
to exercise earthly dominion until per­ 
fection has been attained. 
The per 
feet man. Adam, had been endowed 
with all power and authority over all 
the earthly realm, and it is to this 
same condition of perfection and do­ 
minion that the entire race is to be 
restored. In the parable of “The Sheep 
and the Goats” (Matthew 25:31-46) the 
work of the thousand years, following 
the second coming of the Lord. is clear 
Iv set forth. 
After the separation of 
the sheep and the goats, the obedient 
and the disobedient, then the Lord will 
say to those at His right hand, “Come. 
ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world.” This “king­ 
dom” is the earthly dominion (and not 
the heavenly, for “flesh and blood can­ 
not inherit the kingdom of heaven”) 
and will be given to all the “sheep” 
after the separation work of the great 
thousand years judgment day is com­ 
pleted. 
The Iiord as king will then 
step aside, His reign will have ended. 
and then every man will be a king in 
his own right and the lost dominion 
will have been restored.

scrip ti on related to the Tabernacle 
and not the Temple. The golden bow l 
of manna which did not corrupt was a 
type or illustration of the immortality 
or incorruptibility which the Lord has 
provided for the Church of Christ, the 
Royal Priesthood, and the budded rod 
was a reminder that the blessing and 
fruitfulness and privilege of service 
belong to the antitypical Levite, but 
as types both of these will end in the 
present dispensation.

Traveled Through Valley and Over 
Mountains— Description of the 
Scenery—Why the 'Maps'* 
Arc Not Wanted.

some time, but it is so easy to say 
tomorrow, you know, so accept my 
plea of guilty.

inquired for mn. 
I ain sorry I did 
not get to see lier and hope she will 
again corno this way. 
I would be

to I-os Angeles. 
As Mrs. Reeder is iii the sam e cli 
m ate as myself I can not interest you 
on that, aud that is about all we have 
for news out here, as very few Sc 
italians get around. 
My family is getting along fine, 
and Miss Mary Cecelia is an absolute 
ruler—no argum ent to it whatever.

A few weeks ago I started out to 
institute a council of the K. and L 
of S. at Imperial, Cal., which proved 
very interesting. 
To reach Imperial 
it was necessary to go by train. SOd 
miles, and a day and night’s ride on 
the auto route over tho mountains 
126 miles. 
I took the auto and left 
San Diego, a sea level town, at I 
o’clock in a downpour of rain. 
T w enty miles out we began our 
climb up the mountain, encircling it 
by dizzy heights and on a trail thai 
was just barely wide enough for two 
m achines to pass. 
The dangers ot 
the ride are forgotten, however, foi 
your mind is occupied with the scenic 
beauty of the trip. 
On one side yow 
look 
down 
into a beautiful valley 
hundreds of feet below, while on the 
other side or above you are the moun­ 
tains hundreds of feet high. 
At noon we stopped at Campo. 01 
Hie Mexico line, to eat lunch, 
Th li­ 
ts the highest elevation on Hie trip 
about. 
4,000 
feet 
above sea level 
which we left from. 
After a short 
rest we started again on our trip. 
but inside o f , ten minutes found our 
selves iii a blinding snow storm and 
a biting, cold wind. 
W e w ere not doomed to suffer this 
very long, however, as we were de 
s te a d in g on the other side of the 
mountain and soon cam e to Devil’s 
canyon, where to look down in to< 
distance in front of you you would 
have said walking would be almost 
impossible; 
hut by winding in anc 
out and under the overhanging ledges 
you made a gradual descent, all the 
tim e looking for miles across 
the 
canyon and your eyes re s’ing upon 
a sigilt that seemed to he vei'ed by a 
bronze mist that is beyond powei t< 
describe and in my opinion is stir 
passed only in grandeur, beauty aud 
more 
awe 
inspiring, by the Grand 
Canyon of Arizona, hut seen bv 
a 
few er num ber of people. 
From out of the canyon you enter 
th e 
great 
Imperial 
desert of hot 
sands and for forty miles you sec 
nothing but 
sand, piles of granite 
grease wood, mesquite hush and th* 
penitent cactus. 
The history of th* 


c a c t u s , which grows 
about 
twelve 
feet high and one and one ha!; inches 
iu diameter, was interesting to me 
A Mexican who has committed sonic 
awful sin and becomes penitent gets 
a branch of t h i s cactus, which bar 
thorns about an inch long. goes ti 
some secluded spot and iemo\* s a1 
his clothing and gives 
himself 
sc 
many lashes over the back. 
He is 
then s u p p o s e d to be cleansed of his 
Kins. 
Very o f t e n however, he bleeds 
to death or dies from blood poisoning 
\ f t e r viewing these sights for forty 


miles you pass Signal mountain and I if his en 
ar*- told that it is only a few miles to ascertained 
the Imperial valley, which has the 
most productive soil in the world and 
is a reclaimed desert seventy-three 
feet below sea level. 
The richness of 
the soil, which is a hundred 
feet 
deep and more, was brought about 
by the overflow of the Colorado river 
a few years ago, leaving the lilt and 
other refuse to create a soil that has 
no equal; and with twelve months of 
growing w eather the production to 
the tiller of the soil is immense, .lust 
think of ten to twelve crops of alfal­ 
fa. barley, etc... a year; and cattle. 
well. more than I have s e n for a 
long time, 
Sheep by the thousands. 
All stock Iii the best of condition. 
Dairying is carried on very exten­ 
sively here. 
The milk is very rich, 
testing 40 per cent butterfat. 


These conditions would not bo pos­ 
sible, however, were it not for the 
TOO miles of irrigation ditches, bring­ 
ing water from the Colorado river, 
sixty miles away. and the warm w ea­ 
ther, which begins iii March and this 
oast week has run from OC to 104 de­ 
grees. 
The real summer, however, 
brings the tem perature up to 120 to 
ITIC degrees. 


Twelve years ago this whole valley 
was nothing but a sandy desert, the 
coyote stopping on the western lim­ 
bs to write his last will and testa­ 
ment before starting for the eastern 
side; but today the hand of man has 
made it one of the wonders of the 
age, and from an estimated value of 
*0 cents, a dozen years ago, this once 
known desert, or part of it Tying be­ 
low' the sea level, ig now* assessed, 
with improvements, at $40,000,000. 
The 
valley 
supports 
five 
good 
towns, Imperial being the first town 
incorporated, and now boasts of 2.000 
people. 
Dairying is the chief indus­ 
try here, the cattle grazing constantly 
on alfalfa, and after one field is cat­ 
hin down they turn them into another 
'or a month or six weeks until the 
>Uiir grows up again, and vice versa 
ill tile year through, so you see the

sells from $100 to $200 an acre. 


Brawley, 1,500 population, the next

Th© meeting was arranged by the 
pastor and the deacons, and an invi 
tat ion wag sent to the thirty labor 
unions of Sedalia, a large number of 
t1 e men responding. The engineers, 
the conductors and several others of 
tile unions were present in a body, 
while other unions in the city were 
represented. 
Special music was arranged by Hie

of Mrs. 
H . Bard, nnd the Missouri Pa­ 
cific quartette sang a number, which 
was heartily appreciated. This shops

rious situation. Every city ought to 
have a commission to study and help 
solve the problem of unemployment. 
“ YYlien a man has 
his 
job he is 
clearly within his rights in demand­ 
ing that certain conditions 
be ful­ 
filled. These 
include 
safety 
from 
accidents, cleanliness 
and healthful 
conditions in the f.actory 
and work­ 
shop. I^abor pays frightful toll every 
3 ear iii life, limb and health. B y a 
lit lo study the volume of this toll 
can be materially reduced. 
“ When a man is hurt he shoud be 
compensated for the 
Injury. 
The 
blood of the worker ought to be a 
inrt of the price of the commodity 
The eight bour day is the ideal, and 
cv^ry workman has the right to de- 
frrmine what shall constitute a days 
labor. This involves the question of 
representation. 
The individual con

The chief justice, dissenting, held 
that tin* judgment should be revers­ 
ed.

ment, Mitchell nine months and Mor­ 
rison six months.
